For their part the packers reported many 
desertions from the ranks of the strikers. 
In particular, it was claimed that the skilled 
men, who had been most loyal to their union, 
were beginning to return and ask for their 
old places. As the employers did not consid- 
er it wise to try to put these men at work in 
Chicago, where they were known, it was sald |. 
that they were being 0. to plants in other 
cities. 

In this way, it was Sed tne New York 
establishments, which were the last to be hit 
by the second strike, were being filled with 
killed men. Other workers, it was asserted. 
had been sent to St. Joseph and Omaha, the 
two western centers where the strike has 
deen most effective. The packers declared 
Kansas. City needed no more workers, as the 
butche#s and most of the members of the al- 
Med trades had returned.

Sixty Hours’ Work a Week. 

With working forces which they declared 
were almost normal the employers an- 
‘nounced they would introduce a new system 
which they had previously been unable to 
put into effect because of the policy of the 
unions.

SAYS TEN MILE RULE GOES 

Now Handbook Making Is Ended, | 
_ Scorching Claims Attention. 


Maxor Harrison has determined to ba’ 
augurate a new crusade. Having broken up 
‘bookmaking in Chicago he now has de- 
cided to turn his attention to. the suppres- 
sion of automobile scorching. He announced 
last night that as soon as the stockyards 
strike is ended he will instruct Assistant 
Chief of Police Schuettler to lead his flying 
squadron forth for the capture of auto- 
mobilists who exceed the speed limit of ten 
miles an hour. The mayor declares that 
few auto owners in the city observe the law 
in this respect. 

The Chicago automobile club dared to ob- 
struct the municipal administration in the 
matter of requiring numbers on automobiles, 
as provided by the recently revised or- 
dinance. | The 400 members of this organiza- 
tion secured an injunction from Judge 
| Manecy which restrains the city from en- 
Loreing this part of the law. The city win 
appeal from the order and will fight the 
matter to the Supreme court, where it, n 


arrive at the December term. 


Time to Call Kalt on Autos. 

The mayor was annoyed at this actlon ot 
the club. It occurred to him that the little 
campaign against scorching which he had 
long meditated could not be more timely. _ 

“If the automobile people are going to 
have no consideration for the public and the 
laws that protect the public I don’t see that 
the public should have any consideration 
for the automobilists,”’ said the mayor. 
“They have maintained a disrespectftl at- 
rd the law from the start, and 
now they have contrived to prevent the city. 
from enforcing an essential part of the new 
ordinance. Therefore I think it may be juse 
as well to give the automobilists a little les- 
son. As soon as the stockyards strike is 
over and the police force is available once 
more I shall order the arrest of every auto- 
mobile operater who violates the speed pro- 
vision of ten miles an hour. 

“From my own observation I know that 
the great majority pay no attention to the 
law. Most of them race about at a speed 
|wzwhich I should say averages from fifteen to 
twenty-five miles an hour. And I consider 
myself an expert at the estimation of veloci- 
ty. I ride my wheel almost every day up the 
north shore boulevards. I have noticed that 
as I am jogging along at an eight or ten mile. 
gait most of the autos which pass me make 
me seem to be standing still. The other day | 
I saw two machines on the Lake Shore drive | 
racing at a clip of about fifty miles an hour 
There will be plenty of work for the flying

Dip each into the fried chile mixture, lay on 
a large plate, cover with raw onion chopped 
fine, grated cheese, and stoned ripe olives cut 
in half. Lay on this as many other pan- 
cakes soaked in the chile and covered with 
the onion, cheese, and olives as desired. Pour 
the chile mixture over the top; set in a hot 
oven about three minutes. Serve .hot, cut- 
ting it like a large cake. Or, each pancake 
may be folded like a turnover, with the sauce 
inside. But that is more trouble.

ANOTHER ENCHILADAS—Fifteen dried 
peppers, one-half pint olives, one cup grated 
cheese, four tablespoonfuls minced chives or 
onions, two cups cornmeal, one-half cup 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt, one tablespoon 
lard or shortening, one egg, one tablespoon 
vinegar. Remove all seeds and strings from 
peppers, wash thoroughly, put in stewpan, 
cover with one pint water, cook until the pulp 
on the peppers is soft, about twenty minutes;

“ VERGIIAUS,” the novel which Irving 
Bacheller has been occupied upon for the 
last two years, is now issued from the press 
of Harper & Bros., New York. It isa tale 
of the time of Christ, or rather, of the reign 
of Ceesar Augustus. And the description of 
Rome at that period has about it certain 
features which cannot but carry their subtle 
insinuation to the appreciative reader of to- 
day. Behind her were the graves of her great 
men, before her centuries of madness and 


sickening of luxury, their houses filled with 
spoil, their mouths with folly, their souls 
with discontent; above her only silence and 
mystery; in her train philosophers question- 
ing if it were not better for a man had he 
never been born—deeming life a misfortune 
and extinction the only happiness. 


and self-opposed—effeminate men, masculine 
women, cheerful cynics, infidel priests, 
wealthy people with no credit, patricians, 


and yet living on thé populace.”’ 
The reader has need to remind himself, 
perhaps, that he is writing of ancient Rome. 
The author has paid the reader the compli- 
ment of supposing him to be reasonably well 
acquainted with the time of which he writes, 
and his story ts not interrupted with explana- 
tions. No erudition is affected. The story 
has as much impetus as if it were a story of 
modern times. It does not, however, offer 
anything new in the way of plot. The hero- 
ine, a patrician maiden and a protégé of the 
imperator, is wooed by a noble youth and 
also by a lustful and villainous Jew, the son 
of Herod. Plots and conspiracies are leveled 
against the lovers, who have chanced upon 
that new idea, the spiritual love of men and 
women—that love which has remained the 
ideal if not the realization of Christendom. 
The hero is sent to Jerusalem to spy upon 
the representatives of the Roman govern- 
ment under Herod, and he becomes the coun- 
selor to Herod, restraining him in his hours 
of madness as David did Saul. The lovers 
are, of course, after many sorrows, united, 
and both are ready to accept the “new 
king.“ whose star, low burning in the Beth- 
lehem sky, had come as an answer to their 


The chapters are short and too brisk for 
the character of work. The quality of the 
work seems thin as compared with that of 
certain European writers who have chosen 
similar themes. Such a comparison is in- 
evitable, however distasteful it may be. And 
it is no treason to say that Americans have 
not reached the point where they can put 
out a rich historical-religious novel, mellow 
with philosophy, with history and all arche- 
ological interest subordinated to an artistic 
presentation of the tale. We can do clean, 
smart, shapely work now and then; we un- 
derstand the trim chapter, the well placed 
period. But the calm, strong sweep of a 
novel such as Quo Vadis oe nat for us— 
yet. 

Mr. Bacheller concludes his tale where 
Gen. Wallace began Ben Hur —with the 
star in the east and the gathering of wise 
men and wondering shepherds.
